National registration ended on 
August 15, by order-in-council. 
Since registration cards became 
necessary in 1940, a great many 
people have never had occasion to 
use their registration cards, but it 
was regarded as a necessary war¬ 
time check-up. 

Simultaneously with this oholi- 
*ticn of registration cards there is 
provision for dropping charges for 
violation of service mobilization 
records. The number of men not 
located across Canada is 6,55.’!. The 
number of actual army delinquents 
is placed at 1563. 

There were 7,862.920 persons 
carrying registration cards in 1940 
and this has since increased. 

Information yielded by the reg¬ 
istration was used for military call 
up, procurement of skilled workers 
for essential .industries, indexing 
technical personnel listing doctors 
and nurses, identifying individuals 
for a variety of purposes and list¬ 
ing certain foreign nationals of Al 
lied nations available for military 
service under those countries. 

In addition to their official uses 
registration cards found wide use 
for identification purposes. Police 
organizations had urged tlmt th'v- 
be retained as a means of identifi¬ 
cation. The certificates were used 
by the provinces in identifying 
holders of liquor ration books and 
also were frequently accepted by- 
banks to identify persons cashing 
cheques.

Partridge Open 
Late This Year 


A reduction in bag limits and 
iii season for game birds has been 
announced by the government for 
the coming season. 

The duck and goose season in 
the south-half of the province Is 
from Sept. 14 to Nov. 28 inclusive. 
Bag limit for geese is 5 per day 
and 25 for the season. Limit, for 
duck is 15 |>er day (not more than 
8 may be of a species other than 
mallard) and a s -nson total of 150. 
No one must have more than Wt 
ducks in his possession at any 
time. 

Hungarian partridge season op¬ 
ens Oct. 14 and rloses Nov. 30. 
Five per day is allowed, and 25 for 
the season. 

Pheasants are open for the same 
p riod, with 4 ppr day and 24 per 
season, except in the I.l.D. where 
5 a dav anil 30 for the season are 
p -rmitted. 

V change affecting resident 
firmer* is the decisibn to restrict 
to their own fnrm territory the 
hunting of game birds during the 
open si a son without ttrenre or 
permit. Previously resident far¬ 
mers were entitled to hunt game 
birds without permit or license 
within three large zones of the 
province pro* iding he did an with- 
it. the zone nearest his residence.

Any country 
whose pattern is vis.ble for vast distances is poorly 
adapted’for furtiveftess and the carrying of dark 
repressed grudges. It is all too open. Perhaps on 
tlm other hand there is Tack of imaginativeness and 
lack of reverence for the unseen which is associated 
with people in close knit, ancient and more myster¬ 
ious lands. There is so little that is apt to creep up 
o:i us unaware. 

Perhaps we reach a good average of fearlessness 
hi cause we have encountered so few threats of man 
or nature that have brought us literally to our knees. 
We have had ho end of trials but little devastation 
that we have been unable to survive. 

But surely we cannot claim much conscious earn¬ 
est effort to be worthy of our environment. We don’t 
strive overmuch to attain the stature of our ever¬ 
lasting hills and the calm of our broad plains. We 
might work harder than we do to be bigger of heart, 
mind and body. We might put higher value on 
strong bodies and- vigorous, tolerant minds. We 
might seek to develop an outlook more in harmony 
with the incomparable surroundings with which God 
has endowed us. Pettiness and malice should be 
foreign to our natures, but they are not.

* Dr. W. Hill, M.H.O. of Calgary, 
says that there are many slight 
cases of infantile paralysis not re¬ 
ported. These cases are often put 
dowa. to-slight colds, as no paraly¬ 
sis is apparent and the youngsters 
may favor a limb for only a few 
days. These cases form immun¬ 
ity against the disease in its more 
serious form, but may also become 
carriers. 

Infantile paralysis is not con¬ 
sidered an infectious disease, says 
Dr. Hill. It is seldom that more 
than one case appears in one fam¬ 
ily, though contacts are quanar- 
tined for a couple of weeks as a 
precaution.

Dr. Hill Sees 
Raw Milk Danger 


Bring in Your Grain 


Dr. Hill, M.H.O. of Calgary, 
says: “The eleven, cases of undu- 
lant fever reported in Calgary, are 
all chronic cases and all give a 
history of having consumed raw 
milk." 

Symptoms of undulant fever are 
high and undulating temperature; 
rheumatism, arthritis and similar 
pains, a run-down condition and 
minor complaints. 

“So far nothing Tias been of any 
particular value in the treatment 
of the disease. The only protec¬ 
tion is the pasteurization of th? 
milk supply in view of the fact 
that in Southern Alberta practi¬ 
cally all herds of cattle show in 
some degree Bang’s disease, one 
source of undulant fever in human 
beings. All milk offered for sale in 
Calgary since September. 1945, has 
been pasteurized voluntarily.” said 
Dr. Hill. 

The condition can be contracted 
from drinking unpasteurized milk 
from infected herds of cattle or 
goats or by handling infected 
meat. 

The onset of both diseases is 
gradual and accompanied by fever, 
sweating and chills. The patient 
may 1* able to get around. The 
spleen is.quite frequently enlarg¬ 
ed. The symptoms may continued 
for weeks, months, and in some in¬ 
stances for vear*. The fever tends 
to recur without any other causes 
than the disease itself.
